Despite tlie great advances m ade in 
medical science and the discovery of 
sanctioned remedies for nearly every 
disease there still prevails to an alarm ­ 
ing extent the use of old-fashioned 
remedies, some bordering on the super­ 
stitious.

Astonished, I asked him to explain, 
and he went on: 
" ‘You see, I was recommended to a 
place down on Staten island where 
they raised bees ju st for the purpose. 
They told me there that it was an old 
remedy that had been used for many 
years by country folk. 
“ ‘I seemed to get some relief for a 
time, w hether It was that the stinging 
had the effect of a narcotic or really 
was an antidote. 
But what I w ant to 
know is if you would advise me to 
continue this treatm ent.’ 
"L ater, I m ade Inquiries and learned j 
that this bee-stinging had really been I 
practiced to a considerable extent in 
the country and still continues in some 
sections. 
“Incidentally, I heard of an old super­ 
stition that Is ra th e r odd. It was that 
w henever a death occurred in a family 
that kept beehives the owner would 
have to sell the bees; otherw ise, If 
they found it out them selves they 
would fly away in anger because they 
were not informed.*’—New York M ail
